The dearest constitutioudl rights of
awjority of the people of Kanzos
having been thus fraudulently and
vivlently taken from them, they ve-
solved to institute some course of
action which would secure them their
liberties, Accordingly they assem-
bled in mass convention at Lawrenco,
April 14th, 1855, when they repudi-
ated the bogus Legislature and per-
focted arvavgements for a delegate
couvention at Big Springs. = This
movement was followed up vntil the
Topeka Constitntion was framed.—
That Constitution emanated from the
peoplo of Kanzay—not Missouri—
and was the true embodiment of their
dentiments ‘and principles,”  The
process of originating this Constitu-
tion was legal. It was pyesented to
Congress, and the Demacratic party
spurned it with conterpt. The pop-
ular branch of Congress accepted it,
‘[he National adminisiration and the
Democratic party opposed it Lecause
it would afford justice to the people
of the Terrivory, and that justice
would be detrimental to the interests
of the Pro-slavery party,

The bogus ~authorities: endeavored
to enforee their tyvannical laws, but
the people rose up in their might and
opposed them, A war ensued, An
oppressed people wero arrayed against
& powerful government; a govern:
went that eighty years befora was in
a condition similar to that of these
people. The people of Kanzas, like
the patiiots of *76, knew they were
in the vight, and that knowledge
nerved them to defend- their cause
with regolute will and iron determin-
ation. By enduring such hardships
and privations, and by exhibiting
spchvalor, independence and trug pat-
riptism as was equalled only by onr
vevolutionary sires, ' Frecdom tri-
umphed in Kanzas, and the arpy of
of a despotic administration retired
from the field in disgust.

The offorts of the Democratic party
to plant slavery in Kanzas have provs
od futile. Their hefarious schemes
liave been frustrated by the strong re-
sistence of a freodom-loving people.
